JP 08-296835 discloses a pulverized coal fired thermal power generation system 
comprising a boiler (9) for burning pulverized coal, an air heater (14) for effecting heat exchange 
between combustion exhaust gas from said coal-fired boiler and combustion air for said coal- 
fired boiler, and a dryer (3) for drying coal by feeding thereto the combustion exhaust gas having 
passed through said air heater.
